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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

I- Applicant's election without traverse of group I invention, claims 1-5 in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being an.icipared by Chapman et a!., U.S. 
Patent 6,059.172. 

4. Chapman discloses a semiconductor process as claimed. See FIG. 5, where Chapman 
teaches a method of manufacturing a ball grid array semiconductor package comprising the steps 

of: 

providing a substrate 10, wherein said substrate comprises a first surface and a second 
surface and said first surface or said second surface comprises a conductor pattern; 

providing a plurality of conductive bump contact areas 9 on said first surface of said 

substrate; 

. substantially aligning each of said conductive bump contact areas with at least one 
conductive bump 6. wherein the step of substantially aligning said conductive bump contact 
areas with at least one of said conductive bumps comprises the step of vibrating at least a portion 
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of said substrate, wherein sa ld vibration of at least a portion of said substrate substantially aligns 
each of said conductive bump contact areas with at least one of said conductive bumps; 

disposing at least one of said conductor bumps on each of said conductive bump 
areas (column 2, lines 24-39).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5- Claims 2, 3, 4 and 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chapman et al., U.S. Patent 6,059,1 72 as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Kuroda 
et al., U.S. Patent 5,205,032. 

6. Pertaining to claim 2, CJiajoman tails to teach the method of claim 1, wherein the step of 
vibrating at least a portion of said substrate comprises the step of ukrasonically vibrating at least 
a portion of said substrate. Kuroda teaches wherein the vibration comprises ultrasonic vibration. 
In view of Kuroda, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate 
ultrasonic vibration into the O^an semiconductor process because ultrasonic vibration is a 
comprises a electromagnetic vibrating element (column 3. lines 65-68). 
7. Pertaining to claim 3. Chapman in view of Kuroda teaches the method of claim 2, 
wherein the step of ukrasonically vibrating at least a portion of 

said substrate comprises the step of ukrasonically vibrating a first end, a second end, and 
a third end of a film strip on which at least one of said substrates is disposed. In view of Kuroda. 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate ultrasonic vibration 
into the CjTacman semiconductor process because ultrasonic vibration is a comprises a 
electromagnetic vibrating element (column 3. lines 65-68). 
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8. Pertaining to claim 4, Ojapman in view of Kurpda teaches the method of claim 2. further 
comprising the step of discontinuing said ultrasonic vibration of at least a portion of said 
substrate when each of said conductive bump contact areas are substantially aligned with at least 
one of said conductive bumps. In view of Kuroda, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to incorporate ultrasonic vibration into the Chapman semiconductor process 
because ultrasonic vibration is a comprises a electromagnetic vibrating element (column 3, lines 
65-68). 

9. Pertaining to claim 5, Chapman in view of Kuroda teaches the method of claim 4, 
wherein said conductive bumps comprise solder.
